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SCHOOL REPORT. 


REPORT OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION FOR THE YEAR 1886-787. 


To the Citizens of the Town of Rumney: 

You have just closed the first school year under the new law, 
and as the seeming bugbear has gradually passed away you can 
quietly settle down and compare the old law with the new. 

It has been the object of the committee to make as few 
changes as possible and still work for the best interest of the 
schools. | 

In District No. 6 the Grammar and Primary schools were 
united, and placed in charge of Mr. C. W. Marston, who has giv- 
en entire satisfaction to parents and pupils. 

The scholars in District No. 1 for the most part attended 
school in Districts Nos. 2 and 7. 

It was the intention of the committee to unite Districts Nos. 
9 and 11 by having the scholars in No. 11 attend the school in No. 
9 during the summer term and for No. 9 to attend school in No. 
11 in the fall term, but the burning of the school house obliged 
both terms to be taught in No. 9. 

- The house in this District is not suitable or situated conven- 
iently to accommodate both Districts. As there are no conven- 
iences for teaching school except in warm weather the committee 
were obliged to close the school several weeks earlier than they 
would have done had the house been comfortable for the scholars 
in cold weather. To this matter the committee would respectful- 
ly call the attention of the town to the advisability of building a 
suitable school house and permanently uniting the said Districts. 

The teachers of the past year have been such as to give al- 
most universal satisfaction in the Districts where they have 
taught. All have previously taught in this and other towns, and 
have borne a good reputation as teachers and their last schools 
have fully substantiated their former reputation. 

There are three things essential to a good school: 

Ist.—A good and competent teacher. 


2d.—Obedient and attentive scholars. 

3d.—Interested parents. 

When these three elements are united we are sure to have a 
good school. 
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Let any one be wanting and your school will show it and 
many times so injure as to destroy it. | And whenever any school 
has, or shall become unprofitable by reason of the incompetency 
of the teacher, the disobedience of scholars, or the lack of interest 
on the part of parents, there should be no money used to prolong 
the school, but it should be immediately closed. 

A school that is merely dragging its number of weeks out is a 
worthless institution. 

There has been no change in text books during the past year. 
Though in the judgment of the committee there might be some 
changes made that would be of great advantage to the schools of 
this town, were there no restrictions This is especially true of 
the Readers and Arithmetics. 

In closing we will say that the schools during the past year 
have brought no discredit upon the town system; but while there 
are advantages to be gained under a judicious management there 
is one thing to its disadvantage, namely: It is easily carried into 
the ruts of the highway system where people feel that every dollar’ 
that they can get from the town is clear gain. 

So with the schools, nothing can be done in or around the 
school house. but what has to be paid for out of the school money, 


making in many instances two or three weeks less schooling than 
they might have had, had they been as liberal as under the old 


system.
